HIS celebrated botanift, waturalift, and traveller, is des _ 


fcended from a family of confiderable antiquity and re- 

fpe& in Lincolnfhire, where the prefent baronet poffefles a very 
large eftate, his feat being Ravefby Abbev, in that county. 

dis early attachment to the ftudy of nature, in certain parti- 


cular branches, meeting with all the encouragement which could - 


be derived from an affluent fortune at his own difpofal. and an 
enterprifing {pirit, it is not furprizing that he fhould have ar- 
rived to a degree of knowledge, which has not only rendered 
him eminently confpicuous, and elevated him to the highett f{ci- 
entific fituation at home, but has occafioned his name to be en- 
rolled in almoft every learned fociety, or congregated affocia- 
tion of men of letters, throughout Europe. 

As the purfuit of his favourite ftudies has led him to fcenes of 
danger and difficulty in his various voyages and travels, fo it is 
faid to have involved him in fome extraordinary and ridiculous 
embarraffments in the early part of his life : in particular, the 
following ftory is related, though we do not vouch for its au- 
thenticity. 

While Mr. Banks was a ftudent at Oxford, he was accuf- 
tomed to take frequent rides in the neighbourhood of that uni- 
verfity, wholly unattended, for the purpofe of botanizing. In 
one of thefe excurfions he had faftened his horfe to a gate, and 
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having crept into a dry ditch, was exploring its production with 
an earneftnefs which engtofied his whole attention. 

Mean time, a traveller had been attacked and robbed by 2 
highwayman ; and having raifed the country, they were now in 
purfuit of the plunderer, when they found Mr. Banks’s horfe 
tied to the gate, and were affared by the perfon who had been 
robbed, that it was the identical beaft on which the thief had 
been mounted. In confequence of this information, a ftrict 
fearch cotnmencet, and our botaniit being difeovercd in the 
Vituation we have deféribed, no doubt remained of his being the 
perfon who had committed the robbery, and he was fecured 
without farther ceremony. 

It was in vain that Mr. Banks, who was for fome time ata 
lofs to, guefs the meaning of this procedure, protefted bis inno- 
cency, Ueclared his name ahd rahi in life, arid mentiored the 


_college of which he was a geoteman commoner. Thofe who 


had feized him were in no difpofition to be convinced, and lie 

was compelled to be conduéted to a neighbouring jaftice of the 
aces 

PICh their arrival, however, at the julticé’s, he immediately re- 

edgnized the, perfon of Mr. Banks, and an explanation foon 

took place, in which the accufers were fatisfied that their chatge 

was without foundation. 

In July, 1768, Mr. Bankes, who had already taken a voyage 
tothe Labradore coaft, embarked with the celebrated Captain 
Cooke on a voyage to the South.Seas, to make obfervation of 
the tranfit of Venus and-eagerly embraced this opportunity 
of gaining pofitive knowledge of the perfons, manners, cuf- 
toms, habits, difpofitions, opinions, virtues, and vices, of the 
inhabitants of diltant regions ; and of collecting fuch vegetable, 
and: other natural curiofities, as were hitherto unknown in Eu- 
rope. 

In 1773, Mr. Banks undertook a voyage to Ireland, and pof- 
feffed himfelf of an additional fund of knowledge. 

{In November, 1779, Mr, Banks was worthily elected to fac- 
ceed Sir John Pringle, as Prefident of the Royal Society ; and 
on the 24th of March, 1781, his majefty was pleafed to confer 
on him the dignity of a baronet of Great Britain, as a token of 
his royal approbation of his fuccefsfal endeavours for the ims 
provement and encouragement of fcience. 

Sir Jofeph Banks is not at prefent above 33, of pleafing man- 
ners, and lively converfation ; he is aiek. and has one fon,

All, except my auat Deborah, gave 
their aflent: but my aunt Deborah, by the bye, never {wims 
with the ftream ; fhe is fure, on all ogcafions, to run counter, 
drawing herfelf as ereét in her chair, as a. juftice at a quarter- 
feffions, and difcarding off her fnuff from her fingers ; which 
(as I hinted) is contrary to molt peopie, who, by the aid of a lit- 
tle, correct, connect, and {pin out their dialogue with the greater 
facility ; but the threw her’s away, and, placing her hands crofs- 
ways before her, obferved, that thofe who withed to edify the 
world, by publithing either their own fentiments, or thofe of 
others, ought to be very circum{peét in what they were about ; 
and though the letters alluded to, by being a zowelty, had been 
by them liftened to with attention, yet fhe could not think them 
worthy of public notice: if, indeed, they had heen fermons, 
the would have {aid fomething to it.—‘* Madam, (faid I,) tho’ 
they are not fermons, I hope you'll allow they are flrictly mo- 
ral.” <* To he fure, (fays the,) I bave heard nothing bad ia 
them ; but asto morality, it is from the pulpit, and divines only, 
I expeé to meet with it now-a-days.”-—** Lord! aunt, (fays 
my fitter Jenny,) why you feemed as much interefted in the dil- 
trefles of Mr. Harcourt and Mifs Franklin as any of us: J, for 
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my part, like it as well as any novel I ever read in my life.”— 
*« Girls (fays my aunt, a little feverely,) are fond of nothing 
but romances : if you had been as fond of your needle, as you 
are of reading, e’re this the dining-room might have been fur- 
nifhed with chairs and a carpet of your own work : before I was 
of your age”—‘* Madam, (fays 1, interrupting the difcourfe,) 
though I cannot fay I am an advocate for that old-fafhioned feve- 
rity of manners, that thinks a female education fhould confift 
in the mere knowledge of fome thrifty maxims, and the me- 
chanic ufe of the needle and thread, yet I agree with you that 
many romances are not fit to be read ; yet there are thofe which 
can inftruét the mind, and improve the heart. The pens of Ri- 
chardfon, Fielding, Smollet, and Johnfon, have fo happily pour- 
trayed human nature, defcribed its virtues and vices in fuch 
lively colours, that the world is much their debtor.”—** True, 
my dear, (fays my eldeft fifter,) and though your letters cannot 
be put in competition with the productions of thofe great men, 
yet I doubt not but they’ll gain fome credit, and the authors of

here in an infant, to enquire if he has any paffengers ia it.’—

mediately.” “* If he has a good freight, Sir, (replied he,) 
otherwife not.”—** Why fo ? His advertifement exprefsly fays 
that they fail every Tuetday and Friday.”—** True, Sir; but 
unlefs they are iatished with the number of paffengers, the 
wind will be unfavourable, the tide will be againft you, or fome 
excufe or other will be made, to prevent for a while his going, 
in hopes to improve the profits of his voyage by an additional 
number to his freight.”—-The coach drew up tothe door, empty. 
«« Oh ! here comes the captain, (fays the landlord,) he has met 
the coach, and, by his walk, I can difcover he does not infend 
failing to-night.”—** Landlord, I thank you for your intelli- 
gence, (returned I,) your candour in expofing the behaviour of 
this man, gives me a good opinion of you.”—** Sir, (anfwered 
he,) it is not my interelt to have gentlemen thus difappointed ;

Mr. HARCOURT 10 the Honourable Me, STANLY. 


BRIGHTHELMSTONE, 


1 HAD a moft reftlefs night, which made me quit my pillow 
earlier than ufual,—I ftrolled towards the beach.—The wiad 
was much in the fame quarter, or rather more againft us than the 
gomeciog night.--I endeavoured to feek amufement from the 

ene before me.—Some fihhing boats had juft reached the fhore 
with what fortune had thrown in their way.—-Qn this {pot they 
unload their burthens, and expofe tacir finny property to fale, 
the fithh market being on the beach clafe to the town. The 
furge fometimes beats with fo mach violence, that the landing 
on it is frequently dangerous, and at times troublefome : but 
cuftom has rendered it fo familiar to the boatmen, who are but 
little better thay amphibious beings, that they mind it not ; 
for 1 believe they never quit their boats, or enter them, without 
being up to their middle in the briny waves, owing to the fhal- 
lownels of the fhore, when low water, or the declivity of the 
beach, when the tide is high.—After liftening ’till 1 was tired 
to the jargon of the buyers and fellers of fith, I walked about 
the town ; which, from its being fo much reforted to in the 
bathing feafon, has within a few years encreafed its houfes more 
than one third. Neceflity is faid to be the mother of inven- 
tion: I believe it, and think it nota little curious to obferve 
the variety the has been the parent of.—When I travel through 
the 
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the lonely village whofe thatched roofs are fupported by mad 
walls, I pity either their poverty, or clay-cold fituation, that 
could not afford its inhabitants a more durable covering. —Whea 
I fee the humble cot whofe walls are reared with chalk or flint, 
I think, in comparifon to the former, that fortune has been 
bountiful in placing the poffeffors on a foil where nature thus 
kindly adminifters to their wants.—When I pafs the lofty, well- 
built edifice of brick or ftone, I fpeculate on the progrefs of the 
arts, and the power of riches : but when I walk the ftreets of 
Brighthelmftone, and view the many houfes lately ereted, whofe 
walls are chiefly compofed of the fmall pebbles collected from 
the fhore, I am pleafed with the novelty of the fcene, and the 
reflection it produces :—that nature is every where bountiful, if 
men had but fagacity to find it out.—As you have never been in 
this part of the kingdom, I fhall, if I am conftrained to remain 
here any longer, give you fome further account of it: ’till 
when, affure yourfelf that I am, in friendfhip, invariably your’s.

«* Commiferating the afflicted ftate ‘into which the inhabi- 
tants of Africa are very deeply involved, by many profeffors of 
the mild and benign doétrines of the gofpel, and affected with a 
fincere concern for the effential good of our country, we con- 
ceive it our indifpenfable duty to revive in your view the lamen- 
table grievance of that oppreffed people as an interefting fubje&, 
evidently claiming the feriovs attention of thofe who are en- 
trufted with the powers of government, as guardians of the com- 
mon rights of mankind, and advocates for liberty. 

*© We have long beheld with forrow the complicated evils 

produced by an unrighteous commerce, which fubjcéts many 
thoufands of the human fpecies to the deplorable itate of fla= 
very. 
‘- The reftoration of peace, and reftraint to the effufion of 
human blood, we are perfuaded, excite in the minds of many, 
of all Chriitian denominations, gratitude and thankfuinefs to the 
all-wife  controuller ot humanfevents ; but we have grounds to 
fear that fome, forgetful of the days of dittrefs, are prompted 
by avaricious motives to renew the trade for flaves to the Afri- 
can coafts, contrary to every humane and righteous confidera- 
tion, and in oppofition to the folemn declarations often repeated 
in favour of univerfal liberty, thereby encreafing the too general 
torrent of corruption and licentioufnefs, and laying a founda 
tion for future calamities. 

** We, therefore, earneftly folicit your Chriftian interpofition, 
to difcourage and prevent fo obvious an evil, in fuch manner as 
under the influence of Divine Wiidom you thall fee meet.

An Account of two REMARKABLE DutLs fought in Ircland. 





Few months ago, a Mr.G » imagining a Mr. L——- 
had offended him at an aflembly, fent him a challenge,

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and the parties next day met accordingly : the ground was mea- 
fured at eight paces, when the former gentleman difcharged his 
piitol without effect; the latter fired, and grazed the tiogh of 
Mr. G—-. The feconds here attempting to interfere, Mr. 
L called to them to dehft, or d—n him if he would not fire 
amongft them all, The feconds retiring, the gentlemen tired 
almoit at the fame monent : Mr, Ga—-’s ball lodged in the 
lower part of Mr. LL——’s belly, who fell, but reeovered his 
legs inttantly: Mr. G———’s ball had allo taken efiv& in the 
right arm of Mr. L——. Both gentlemen now drew ; but as 
Mr. L was materially injared in the {vod arm, he was 
obliged to retire, parrying the furious-thruils of his antagonit, 
until he fell backwards into a very large ditch, full of water 5 
when, though almoft fuffocated, Mr. G raifed his fword, 
meaning to put an end to his exiltence, but was happily caught 
by the arm by the oppofite fecond. By this time a vaft con- 
courfe of people had gathered, fo that the parties retired as well 
as they could, menacing deftraction againit each other. The 
feconds agreed to meet next morning ; which they accordingly 
did, with their friends, and chofe, by mutual agreement, a faw- 
pit for the feene of action. Captain N and Mr. C ¥ 
the principals, having taken their poits at each end of the faw- 
pit, Mr.C defired the captain to fire, which he initantly 
did, and thot Mr. C—— in the breait, who fell, and expired 
without a groan; his piftol, however, went off without doing 
anyinjury. Mr. W—, Mr. C——’s friend, a relation, a lad of 
only feventeen, fprung into the pit, and ftriding his fallen 
friend’s body, faid, he itill remained to e{poute his relation’s 
caufe: the captain replied to him, “‘ Fire on then ;” which he 
did, and fhot him through the head. At this moment, fome 
gentlemen of the town hearing of the matter, arrived time 
enough to prevent the other fecond from goiag down, as he was 
going about. 

Mr. G loft the ufe of his arm entirely, and Mr. L—— 
expired in the greateit agony the third day after. The coro- 
ner’s inqueft brought in their verdict manflaughter in their own 
defence, as the gentlemen of the country declared the matter, 
though unfortunately, was very honourably fettled.

FIVE gentlemen, intimate-friends, having dined at a tavern 
in Galway, unfortunately, after dinner, fome words arofe be- 
tween Mr. R y and lieutenant O a, which nothing 
would sete but immediate fighting. Two gentlemen of the 
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party were appointed feconds; but not agreeing about the dif- 
tance Mr. R y and liewtenant O-————-n fhould fight, quar- 
relled likewife. Mr. W—th, the remaining peaceable perfon, 
was referred to, to determine the diftance, &c. and being rather 
in liquor, faid that he knew no place fo &t to fettle the affair as 
the room they were in ; and as they could not agree about the 
diftance, advifed each to have a cafe of piftcls, and to tie hand- 
kerchiefs round their eyes, fo as to fire at one another indifcri- 
minately ; he, Mr. W—th, propofing to hold the candle for 
them. ‘This propofal met with the approbation of all parties, 
viz. Mr. Ga—, lieutenant O n, Mr. R y, and Mr. 
K——y ; andevery thing being amicably fettled, and the hand- 
kerchiefs tied round their eyes, they began to fire. ‘The firft 
volley killed Mr. W—th, who held the candle, and lieutenant 
O ~n. The report of the piltols brought up the waiters, 
who entering the door juit as the remaining gentlemen fired, 
were killed on the fpot, though the balls had previoufly taken 
effet on the breaft and heart of Mr. R y and Mr K——, 
Mr. G being the only one that efcaped death, though with 
the lois of his chin. 

The confternat:on the above melancholy affair caufed, is not 
to be defcribed; nor did it prevent another melancholy affair 
that happened in confequence. ‘Two gentlemen, as intimate 
friends as the above-mentioned, talking of the eveat, quarrelled 
becaufe they differed in opinion about the conduct of Mr. 
W-—th, who held the candle: they fought immediately with 
fwords. Both were run through the heart. The inqueft fat, 
and brought in their verdié manflaughter, :very one being dead. 

The above aflair happened on the 29th of September. As it 
was a complicated fcene of bufinefs, I fhall adda lift of the 
killed and wounded.

ANECDOTE of the Jate Dk. GOLDSMITEL 


NE great point in the doftor’s pride was to be liberal to 
his poor countrymen, who applied to him in diftrefs, The 
expreflion pride is not improper, becauie he did it with fome 
degree of oftentation:—one that was artful, never failed to ap- 
ply to him as foon as he publithed any new work, and while it 
was likely the doftor would be in cafh. He fucceeded twice, 
but very often found that all the copy money was gone before 
his works faw thelight. The doétor, tired of his applications, 
told him he fhould write himfelf, and ordered him to draw upa 
defcription of China, interfperfed with political reflections ; a 
work which a bool:feller had applied to Goldfmith for at a price 
he defpifed, but had not rejected. ‘The idle carelefluefs of his 
temper may be collected from this, that he never gave himfelt 
the trouble to read the manufcript, but fent to the prefs an ac- 
count which made the emperor of China a Mahometan, and 
which fuppofed India to be between China and Japan. Two 
fheets were cancelled at Goldfimith’s expence, who kicked his 
newly madeaathor down ftairs.—While thisingenious man was in 
the pay of Newbury, and lived in Green-Arbour.court, he was a 
tolerable ceconomitt, and lived happily ; but when he emerged 
from obfcurity, and enjoyed a great income, he had no priaciple 
or idea of faving, or any degree of care ; was dreadfully necei- 
fitous ten months of every year, and never at that period was fo 
quiet and free from demands he could not pay, as when the ex- 
cefs of evil roufedhim. He retired at times into the country to 
a farm-houfe in Hamphhire, where he lived for little or nothing, 
letting no-body know where he was; and employing almoit the 
whole day in writing, did not return to London ’till he was fo 
well ftocked with finifhed manafcripts, as to be able to clear 
himfelf.—Thefe intervals of Jabour and retirement he has de- 
clared were among the happiett periods of his life. Some years 
before his death, he was much embittered by difappointed cx- 
pectations. Lord L—had promifed hima place: the expectation 
contributed toinvolve him, and he often {poke with great afperity 
of his dependence on what he called moonthine. He enjoyed 
brilliant moments of wit, feftivity, and converiation; but the 
bulk of his latter days were poifoned with want and anxiety.
